MORSE CODE IN 
TOJO’S MOUTH 


Nearly lost amid the World War II 
retrospectives is a postwar prank that literally had 
Japan’s vanquished military leader chewing on the 
words: “Remember Pearl Harbor.” 

A draftee dentist drilled the message in Morse 
code inside Gen. Hideki Tojo’s dentures while the 
general was imprisoned in occupied Japan. The dots 
and dashes remained for three months before the 
secret got out and they had to be removed. 

“It wasn’t anything done in anger,” recalled 
E.J. “Jack” Mallory, who made full upper and lower 
dentures for Tojo in 1946. “It’s just that not many 
people had the chance to get those words into his 
mouth.” 

Tojo, who had approved the surprise attack 
that drew the United States into the war, asked for the 
dentures so he could speak better at his war crimes 
trial. He was convicted and executed in 1948. 

Mallory, then 22, knew that writing out the 
words “Remember Peari Harbor” could get nim 
court martialed. An amateur radio operator, he de- 
cided to inscribe the letters in Morse code instead. 

Also in on the secret was George Foster, 
who died in 1990. He was assigned to provide dental 
services at Sugama Prison near Tokyo, where he 
extracted Tojo’s teeth and sought Mallory’s help in 
making the dentures. | 

“I figured it was my duty to carry out the 
assignment,” Foster wrote in 1988. “But that didn’t 
mean I couldn’t have fun with it.” 

When the dentures were done, Mallory said 
he and Foster told other buddies in the dental service. 
“We took them on an excursion to the prison to show 
them our masterpiece,” Mallory said. “The only 
ones in on this were my dentist roommates and my- 
self, all sworn to secrecy.” 

But the secret was just too juicy to hold. One 
of the men wrote about the escapade to his parents in 
Texas, they passed it to a brother, who broadcast it on 
a local radio station. Suddenly, the tale of Tojo’s teeth 
was broadcast all over the world. 

Mallory confessed to his commanding offi- 


cer, who told him to hide while the story was denied. 
Late that night, Mallory and Foster drove to the prison 
and woke a bewildered Tojo in the middle of the night 
to “borrow” his dentures. 

Using a crude grinding stone, Mallory re- 
moved the dots and dashes. 

The erasure came just in time. The next 
morning, a furious colonel called Mallory and his 
roommate. 

“Is there any truth in this report that ‘Re- 
member Pearl Harbor’ is inscribed in the dentures?” 
the colonel barked. 

“No, sir!” the men were able to answer 
truthfully. 

Mallory said he never learned if Tojo found 
out about the trick, which was not publicized in the 
Japanese press. But a dentist who succeeded Mallory 
in Japan told him that the general began complaining 
about the dentures’ looser fit. 

Mallory, now 71, retired a decade ago from 
his dental practice in Chico, 90 miles north of Sacra- 
mento. Since his military service ended, he has talked 
openly about the prank. There is even a display about 


_ it in the Navy Dental Corps Historical Museum in 


Bethesda, Md. 

In 1969, Mallory returned to Japan for a 
reunion with several Japanese dentists. Over dinner, 
he told them the tale of Tojo. 

“They thought it was the funniest thing,” 
Mallory said. “They all said, ‘Why didn’t you tell us 
this?’ 

“I said, ‘well, the timing just didn’t seem 
right.”

OCTOBER 
DX GOODIES 


For new DXers, here are a few goodies to 
listen for on the HF bands during October. (Informa- 
tion sources: The 599 Report, QRZ DX, The DX 
Bulletin, and The long Island DX Bulletin, Posting on 
the W4DW DxX packet cluster.) The usual DX fre- 
quencies are near the bottom of the general class 
subbands. For example, on 20 meter CW, they will 
typically transmit just below 14.025 and listen above 
14.025, and on 20 meter SSB, they might transmit just 
below 14.225 and listen above 14.225. The best times 
are often near sunrise/sunset (either ours or theirs). 
To get QSL addresses, check on the W4DW DX 
packet cluster using the SHOW/QSL command (for 
example SH/QSL TI9JJP). To get the sunrise/sunset 
times, use the SHOW/SUN command (for example 
SH/SUN 4S).

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HAMS HELP 
AFTER STORM 


Once again Amateur Radio provided early 
communication out of a disaster area, in this case the 
US Virgin Islands, following Hurricane Marilyn. By 
September 15th, 1995, telephone circuits on the is- 
land had become overloaded, even before the hurri- 
cane had arrived, according to Dave Rosen, K2GM. 
As Marilyn passed over the capital of St Thomas 
early on the morning of the 16th, a vital telephone 
microwave link already had failed. 

On the morning of the 16th, Lee Reisenweber, 
VP2VE/NP2CG, operating from KP2A, the station 
of John Ackley, sent a vital damage assessment 
message from the St Thomas Emergency Operations 
Center to UN Amateur Radio Readiness Group net 
control Ray Crites, KIWW, in Greenville, North 
Carolina, on 20 meters. 

The traffic was relayed to 4U1UN, the UN 
Headquarters Amateur Radio Station in New York 
City, from which it was given directly to the Federal 
Emergeacy Manegement Administratica. This was 
some of the first word received by FEMA from the 
US Virgin Islands describing what had occurred on St 
Thomas, Rosen said. 

At the time, Reisenweber was using genera- 
tor power and a “rapidly installed” 40-foot piece of 
wire for an antenna. In addition to traffic later passed 
by voice, digital modes were used extensively, with 
message files sent by PACTOR.

HT SAVES HAM’S LIFE 


Amateur Radio has been credited with sav- 
ing the life of a shooting victim. 

On Monday, September 25, 40-year old Rory 
Clark, KD6RKL, of Citrus Heights, a Sacramento 
suburb, was shot while standing at a bank automatic 
teller machine. Using his hand-held transceiver, he 
called for help on a local repeater. The repeater 
owner and operator, Chris Huber, N6ICW, was 
listening and autopatched the call to 911, according to 
ARRL Sacramento Valley Public Information Offi- 
cer John Arnot, KD6SSZ. 

Huber helped Clark in passing information to 
the “911” operator about his location, condition, and 
suspects. This assistance, and the ability to contact a 
listening ham operator on the spot “saved Rory’s 
life,” in the words of local authorities. 

The story was covered by all three television 
network affiliate stations, which focused not only on 
the crime and victim, but also on Clark’s ability to call 
for help with his hand-held. 

Huber was interviewea by two of the inree 
TV stations. One of the TV stations interviewed a 
sales clerk at the local Amateur Radio retail outlet, 
The Radio Place, about the positive aspects of ham 
radio. The taped conversation between Clark, Huber, 
and the “911” operator was played on the news 
broadcasts. 

Local hams rushed to his and his family’s 
assistance, and continue to be of support, Arnot said. 
Among them was Jim Rosima, KD6SSW, who took 
Clark’s family to the hospital after the incident. 

Rory Clark is in critical condition but is ex- 
pected to live. He was shot once with a rifle from 
behind. Authorities attribute his survival to his call for 


help via ham radio. He is in Sutter Roseville Hospital.

News that a name and starting date have 
been chosen for a radio astronomy project that aims 
to involve large numbers of radio amateurs. 

The SETI League has chosen “Project 
Argus” as the name for its upcoming search for 
extraterrestrial intelligence. The SETI League hopes 
eventually to involve 5000 amateurs worldwide in 
scanning the sky. Earth Day, April 21, 1996, is the 
target date for beginning the project. 

The name Argus was chosen in 1971 at 
Stanford University for a proposed ultimate SETI 
receiver that was never funded. Argus was a mytho- 
logical figure with 100 eyes that could look in all 
directions at once. 

And yes, there is a ham radio connection to 
this latest heavenly search. Dr Robert Dixon, W8ERD, 
is an advisor to the project and the assistant director 
of the Ohio State University Radio Observatory.

PHONETIC 
ALPHABETS 
(ALPHA BRAVO ETC) 


There is a widely known alphabet Alpha 
Bravo ... Yankee Zulu. Such alphabets are variously 
known as phonetic alphabets, radio alphabets, spell- 
ing alphabets and telephone alphabets. 

I have a collection of alphabets for many 
languages which I post occasionally, but as that now 
amounts to many hundreds of lines I here post a brief 
summary. 


That famous English alphabet: Alpha Bravo 
Charlie Delta Echo Foxtrot Golf Hotel India Juliet Kilo 
Lima Mike November Oscar Papa Quebec Romeo 
Sierra Tango Uniform Victor Whiskey Xray Yankee 
Zulu 

(It is approved by various official bodies but 
note the variant spellings Alfa Juliett Juliette Oskar 
Viktor. It dates from about 1956 and is used in air 
traffic control, amateur radic and many other circumn- 
stances.

The FCC has begun mailing notices of up- 
coming amateur license expirations. Those ama- 
teurs whose licenses would expire in December 1995 
are being sent, by first class mail, a computer-gener- 
ated Form 610-R “short form.” 

The new Form 610-R may be signed, dated, 
and returned to the FCC to renew the license, pro- 
vided that no changes (such as address) are needed. 
It will be permissible to correct misspelled words. For 
other changes along with renewal, it will be neces- 
sary to file a regular FCC Form 610. 

For some time the ARRL has been sending 
license expiration notices as a free membership ser- 
vice. That service will be discontinued once the new 
FCC program is established. 

There is no monetary fee for an amateur 
license renewal.
